figs would be ripe in 
the neighbor­ 
hood of Rome. 
“Those 
figs,” 
said 
Cato, 
“were 
nicked three days ago 
in Carthage. 
If Carthage is so near and can pro­ 
duce food like this 
so 
much better 
and earlier than we can produce it 
here, there is for us no other choice 
than to destroy Carthage.” 
And from that moment the w atch­ 
word of 
Rome 
w*as 
“Belanda 
est 
Carthage”—“Carthage 
must 
be de­ 
stroyed.” 
At that time the Romans and Car­ 
thaginians had been facing each oth- 
?r for several centuries, contending 
for the markets of the then 
known 
world. The Carthaginians 
were not 
warriors. They were the pacifists of 
that day. 
They were manufacturers, 
traders, sailors to 
all 
ports 
of the 
Mediterranean. 
They 
did not want 
war. All they did want was to be let 
Hone so they could 
go 
on getting 
more and more of the trade of 
the 
world and getting richer and richer. 
The Romans lived by w*ar. 
They 
were 
the 
greatest 
warriors 
the 
world had ever known. They lived by 
conquering and 
robbing 
other na­ 
tions. Farm ers like Cato 
knew* that 
‘hey could 
not 
compete 
with 
the 
vineyards of Carthage; and the m er­ 
chants of Rome knew* they could not 
compete in 
the 
open 
market with 
those of Carthage, and so when Car­ 
thage had grown rich 
and 
fat the 
great military system of Rome was 
-*ent upon her and crushed her. 
It took a long time for Rome to do 
it, for the 
Carthaginians 
proved to 
be good fighters when once they set 
heir hands to it: but w*ith 
the Ro­ 
mans there was no let up, and after 
i siege 
that 
lasted 
several years 
hey laid the city of Carthage and its 
surrounding country waste, and over 
(he site of the great city 
they ran 
the plow* and sowed grain, thus ful­ 
filling a threat made by the Romans 
o so utterly destroy 
it 
that not a 
vestige should remain; and today the 
Ute of the great 
city 
is 
a barren 
field, into which 
archaeologists dig 
for relics.—Kansas Citv Times.

YELLOW PINE FROM THE UNITED STATES 


Much Comes From Forests of North 
America— Information Will Be 
Perused With Interest 
Everywhere. 


Washington, I). CL, April 18— Claims 


and controversies over m easurem ents 


are the disturbing feature of the oth­ 


erwise satisfactory lumber trade the 


United States is now* doing w*ith Ar­ 
gentina. Uruguay, and Brazil, declares 
a report on the “Lumber M arkets of 
the East Coast of 
South 
America” 
just issued by the Bureau of Foreign 
and Domestic Commerce, of the De­ 
partment of Commerce. 
These disputes arise principally in 
connection with shipments of south­ 
ern yellow pine, which makes up the 
bulk of the lumber sold to the east 
coast of South America. 
This great 
district imports annually 565 million 
board feet of lumber, of w*hich 349 
million feet are yellow* pine from the 
United States. 
The total lumber con­ 
sumption of the three countries is 
735 million board feet. 
Argentina and Uruguay, although 
about 7,000 miles distant from the 
United States, constitute virtually an 
addition to our 
domestic 
w*ood-eon- 
suming field, so similar are m arket 
conditions. 
For more than ten years 
SB per cent of all lumber going into 
commerce in the two countries has 
come from the forests of North Amer­ 
ica, and nearly 96 per cent of the 
imports, exclusive of those from other 
South American countries, is credit­ 
ed to the United States and Canada. 
These figures might seem to indicate 
that the m arkets do not w arrant in­ 
vestigation, but the opposite is true, 
according to Special Agent Roger E. 
Simmons, author of the report. There 
is not only a possibility of further 
extending the m arkets for American 
lumber, but there is a necessity of 
calling attention to conditions pre-) 
judicial to the Interests of American j 
lumber and to 
certain 
competitive) 
forces operating to lessen demand and 
affect future consumption. 
In 1914 the imports of lumber inter 
Argentina amounted 
to 
210,851,0 0 0 ) 
feet, made up as follows: Yellow pine, 
101,200,000 
feet: 
spruce. 
35,600,000 
feet; white 
pine, 
30.410,000 
feet; 
Spanish cedar, 11,800,000 feet; South 
American hardwoods, 15,630,000 feet, 
oak, 2,445,000 feet; Douglas fir, 3,300,- 
000 feet; ash, 430,000 
feet; 
Parana 
pine, 9,800,000 feet; 
walnut, 
225,000 
feet; mahogany, 11,000 feet. 
In other 
words, it is necessary to buy abroad 
most of the softwoods so necessary 
in nearly every community. 
Yellow* 
pine is very 
generally 
appreciated 
and comes almost entirely from our 
southern ports. 
Spruce is imported 
principally from Canada, although im­ 
portant shipm ents are 
m ade 
from 
Boston. 
Until 1911 there w*as no out­ 
side competition with North Ameri­ 
can spruce, but between that year 
and the outbreak of the w ar Austrian 
spruce became an im portant 
factor. 
Over 80 per cent of imports of white 
pine comes from 
Canadian 
forests, 
but is shipped mostly from Boston. 
Shipm ents from Boston 
have 
been 
the rule for so many years that con­ 
signm ents from other ports are con­ 
sidered inferior. 
Douglas 
fii * 
ot 
course, is imported from our w estein 
coast. 
So far as price is concerned, 
it competes on about 
equal 
term s 
with southern yellow* pine. 
Yellow pine is the principal export 
from the United States, and every im­ 
porter interviewed by Mr. Simmons 
in Argentina and Uruguay emphasized 
the fact that claims over m easure­ 
ment discrepancies were the greatest 
factor promoting dissatisfaction and 


discouraging the im portation of this 


kind of lumber. 
The yellow-pine in­ 


dustry should take up 
the 
m atter 
through its associations, the report 
declares, and sc to it that the faults 
of tho present system are removed 
or that some better method of making 
and guaranteeing 
m easurem ents 
is 
.adopted. 
The cost of measuring a 
steam er cargo in Argentina and Uru- 
quay is $850 and there is

exporter or lumberman in the United 
States.

Yet Brazil is im porting 60 
million feet of pine lum ber against 
a domestic production of 45 million 
feet.

in Argentina and 
Uruguay, 
yellow 
pine from our southern states is the 
principal lumber imported, but Scotch 
fir from Sw*eden has supplanted the 
N orth American spruce, which not 
many years ago found a m arket in 
Brazil primarily as a substitute for 
European pine and fir.

The Midland Trail of Missouri. 
The organization com m ittee of the 
National 
Midland 
Trail 
association 
has completed its tour of inspection 
over the route of Missouri. * To say 
that the trip through 
Missouri 
has 
been a surprise to the m em bers of 
this com m ittee would be to state it 
mildly. 
T he surprise, 
however, 
has 
been a pleasant one, because the in­ 
formation 
they 
received 
when 
at 
K ansas City from the various sources 
that city affords a tourist, was to the 
effect that the route south of the river 
was not passable for a motor car.. 
They w ere told positively that it was 
neither practical nor possible to travel 
from Jefferson City to St. Louis in 
an automobile. 
They were 
also 
in­ 
formed 
that 
the 
towns along that 
route were asleep, th at the people had 
not aw akened to the advantages of 
better roads, and that nothing would 
be done to secure co-operation for a 
trans-continental 
highway 
through 
that part of Missouri. 
It seems astonishing to us how that 
so much misinformation could prevail 
in that city when it appears to us 
that it would be so much more to 
their advantage if the real facts were 
known and properly given out. 
We found every town through which 
our road passed fully alive to the im­ 
portance of good roads and particu­ 
larly anxious to be placed on a line 
of a trans-continental highway, that 
they might be benefited, not only in 
the improvement of local roads, but 
that the tourists might come through 
their beautiful 
and 
fertile 
country 
that they might enjoy the hospitality 
of the towns, believing that if they 
did so once, they would come again. 
Graded From Kansas City. 
We found the roads graded from 
Kansas City to St. Louis. 
We found 
15 per cent of this road hard surfaced 
and in good condition; 15 per cent 
more surfaced but not in first-class 
condition, and as much more in the 
process 
of 
construction. 
The dirt 
roads are exceptionally good in dry 
w eather because they are well main 
Gained by dragging. 
The roads are 
properly drained except in a few in 
stances. 
The trip from K ansas City to St 
Louis could be readily m ade in one 
day’s time, but it is an easy two days 
trip for a novice. 
The accommoda 
tions along the route are unusually 
good for country towns. 
The route passes 
over 
a 
gently 
rolling prairie country between Kan 
SHS City through Sedalia to Jefferson 
City. 
From Jefferson City eastward 
the route lies along the bluffs of the 
Missouri river to W ashington. 
Some 
of this is a new route, but has been 
properly and well laid out on divide 
between creeks and rivers, and gives 
one traveling over it a splendid view 
of rolling, wrooded hills, wrell improved 
farms, w ith frequent views of the Mis­ 
souri river and the bluffs and towns 
on the opposite side. 
Nowhere be­ 
tween the Appalachian and the Rocky 
Mountains is there a more beautiful 
and attractive drive than the stretch 
just above mentioned. 
New Route Well Graded. 
As we have said, this is a new route 
that is well graded, and some of it 
already surfaced. 
In order to com­ 
plete the work, some drainage is yet 
necessary on hillsides, but the people 
of the live, hustling village of Cha­ 
mois have promised to take care of 
this, and we feel assured from the 
work they have done that it will not 
be neglected. 
The tourists 
will 
be 
treated to the novel 
experience 
of 


crossing the Osage river on a power 


ferry, but the Krem er Brothers give 
prompt and efficient service and little 
more delay will be experienced than 
though there was a bridge 
at 
this 
point. 
Over the Gasconade, between 
Morrison 
and 
Hermann, there is a 
new’ current ferry that can cross three 
automobiles at a time. 
The time of 
crossing would be about ten minutes. 
Ib is would include both loading and 
unloading the boat. 
This 
route 
across 
Missouri 
we 
would not recommend to you as a 
speedway, but if you desire a speed­ 
way you should Remain on your city 
boulevards, and if you are really in a 
hurry betwreen points along distance 
apart you should travel in a Pullman, 
but for genuine pleasure we do not 
believe 
there 
is a more attractive 
three hundred miles to be traveled in 
the plains states than the one be­ 
tween Kansas City and St. Louis on 
the south side of the river now’ known 
as the Missouri section of the Mid- 
and Trail, 
it should, and no doubt 
will, receive a large patronage from 
ocal people desiring a cross state trip 
for a w eek’s end outing, and is des­ 
tined to become 
the 
most 
popular 
route by those who are going across 
he continent.
